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There Is Power in a Union

Benjamin Rendernick, a regis- 
tered veterinary technician who has 
worked at the VCA San Francisco Veteri- 
nary Specialists for nine years, knows the 
rising cost of living all too well. Last April, 
he and his coworkers voted to unionize 
with the International Longshore and 
Warehouse Union (ILWU) as the West 
Coast Pet Care Workers, after citing raise 
freezes, a lack of promotions, outdated 
equipment, understaffing, and inade- 
quate healthcare plans at the VCA. 

“We [are] not getting paid compet- 
itive wages at all,” says Rendernick. 

“It’s very common for most veterinary 
nurses [that they] can’t stay in the field 
because they can’t afford to continue 
doing this work, especially as we get 
older. I’m getting paid a poverty wage in 
the Bay Area.” 

Mars Incorporated, the confection 
company that produces Mars Bars and 
M&M's, bought VCA Inc., the chain 
that owns VCA Hospitals, in 2017 
for $9.1 billion, according to the VCA 
website. Unbeknown to most people, 
the notoriously secretive and privately 
held Mars includes several healthcare 
and drug companies under its corporate 
umbrella. 

Across town, workers at Anchor 
Brewing Company also launched efforts 
Feb. 7 to unionize with the ILWU, citing 
stagnant or decreasing wages and the 
rolling back of benefits. 

“In the last five years or so, the 
market was really struggling for us and 
other similarly sized breweries,” says 
Garrett Kelly, a fermentation worker at 
Anchor who has been there for almost 
four years. “So, the first thing they’re 
going to cut is labor every time. Our 
starting wages are lower than they were 
five years ago.” 

Like VCA, Anchor Brewing was also 
bought by a large corporation: Sapporo 
Brewing purchased it in 2017. At the 
beginning of 2019, Sapporo halved 
workers’ paid sick leave hours and even 
reduced the length of lunch breaks. 

San Francisco’s legacy as a union 
town has once again come to the fore as 
Anchor Union and the VCA workers run 
public campaigns to draw attention to 
workers’ demands. On Feb. 20, Anchor 
Union workers, members of the San 
Francisco chapter of Democratic Social- 
ists of America, District 8 Supervisor 
Rafael Mandelman, District 5 candi- 
date Dean Preston, organizers from 
ILWU, and other supporters picketed 
outside the VCA hospital at 600 Ala- 
bama St., chanting while a three-man

band played. A regional management 
meeting took place inside to discuss 
the workers’ concerns with the regional 
director and VCA representative, Tim 
Reid. It was held behind closed doors 
despite the workers’ request for an 
all-staff meeting, which is supposed to 
be mandatory once every quarter — al- 
though according to Rendernick, there 
hasn't been one for over a year. 

Anchor Union has also launched 
a highly public campaign to garner 
support from bars and restaurants in 
the city that serve Anchor Steam beer, 
with help from both the DSA and the 
ILWU. Supporters like District 10 Su- 
pervisor Shamann Walton and District 
5 candidate Dean Preston proudly wear 
stickers with the Anchor insignia and 
post on social media with the hashtag 
#AnchoredInSF. 

The impetus for both groups ap- 
proaching the ILWU for mentorship was 
their policy of granting its workplace 
members “a lot of autonomy,’ says Kel- 
ly, and “its general history as a very rad- 
ical and just effective organized labor 
body.” The ILWU’s roots in the Bay Area 
stretch back to the 1934 West Coast 
General Strike, when four dock workers 
were killed after employees protested 
abysmal working conditions and labor 
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rights violations. Since then, the ILWU 
has engaged in other high-profile ac- 
tions like the 2008 May Day protest, in 
which thousands of workers walked off 
the job to protest the U.S.’s involvement 
in the Iraq War, earning them a reputa- 
tion as a highly regarded and militant 
union whose workers are well-compen- 
sated for their labor. 

However, despite the brave faces 
that both companies’ workers have put 
on, it’s an uphill battle to win the de- 
mands. While Anchor publicly pledged 
to remain neutral and not interfere with 
union organizers, executives have re- 
tained a notorious anti-union law firm 
and have plans to hold captive-audience 
meetings this week with employees to 
“educate them” on the consequences of 
unionizing, according to one worker SF 
Weekly spoke to. 

“They’re telling us the classic 
union-busting lie that in order to ne- 
gotiate with management, we have to 
give something up,’ said the worker, 
who asked not to be named for fear of 
retaliation from management. “What 
they aren’t mentioning to the workers, 
what they’re trying to trick us with, is 
that they already get something from 
us. They get the beer we make. So, they 
already get something from us, and all 


we get in return is meager wages.” 

VCA also retained the same 
union-busting law firm — Jackson & 
Lewis — but suddenly switched legal 
teams at the last moment before VCA 
workers were to begin contract negoti- 
ations. 

“They only agreed to meet with us 
once a month for bargaining. Then we 
had to start over and explain to this 
new guy everything, like catch him up 
to speed,” Rendernick says. “They’re 
really trying to scare people and make 
people think they’re gonna close the 
hospital or get people to quit. They’re 
not definitely trying to hire people on 
either. VCA is blaming our inability to 
hire people on the union.” VCA repre- 
sentatives did not respond to requests 
for comment. 

Anchor and VCA executives have 
also demonized the ILWU as a malevo- 
lent third party, according to Evan Mc- 
Laughlin, an IFPTE Local 21 organizer 
and a member of DSA’s Labor Organiz- 
ing Committee. 

They’re “claiming that they don’t 
want the union interfering in manage- 
ment’s relationship with the workers,” 
says McLaughlin. “They prefer to deal 
with workers in individual, isolated 
settings, where the power dynamic is

shifted in their favor rather than the 
worker.” 

Brace Belden, a fermentation work- 
er at Anchor who is a member of the 
union's organizing committee, reports 
that Anchor has claimed the ILWU is 
looking out for its own interests and 
not the workers. 

“They're claiming that the union is 
gonna get fat off of our dues, which is 
not true. The union is us,” Belden says. 
“It’s supposed to be a San Francisco 
company, but they’re using tactics 
straight out of the Walmart union-bust- 
ing playbook. ... We want to be work- 
ing. We don’t want to be involved in a 
conflict. We hope that they will come to 
the same realization, [that] it’s better to 
work than to fight with us.” 

While Sapporo and Mars continue to 
try and wear down their efforts, the em- 
ployees of both Anchor and VCA remain 
steadfast. Anchor workers are set to 
elect union representatives on March 6. 

“We're really excited,” says Kelly. “I 
think this is a really special moment for 
labor. ... I really think there’s something 
happening and I think the working class 
of America is starting to wake back up 
from its long nap.”

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‘Superhero’ Who Could Pull off a Zoot Suit 


Inthe first Board meeting since Jeff Adachi's death, city supervisors offered a touching tribute to S.F.’s late public defender.

Memorials are customarily a 
time to say nice things about someone 
who’s passed. Accolades are handed out 
generously, past arguments are made 
light of, and kindness abounds. But in 
Tuesday’s Board of Supervisors meeting 
— the first since Public Defender Jeff 
Adachi’s untimely death the Friday prior 
— San Francisco politicians’ sadness in 
the face of loss felt particularly sincere. 

Public defenders don’t have an 
easy job. Their task in upholding the 
Sixth Amendment includes, at times, 
advocating for people accused of hei- 
nous crimes. It’s easy to vilify someone 
who champions the rights of a per- 
son who committed murder or rape, 
despite the fact that this core right 
to counsel is an essential part of the 
Constitution. 

But public defenders in San Francis- 
co go above and beyond the day-to-day 
defense of their clients, in part thanks 
to the tireless, demanding leadership 
of Adachi, who died Friday evening 
at age 59. The only elected public de- 
fender in the state of California, he 
led efforts to overturn the cash-bail 
system, protect people in custody from 
violence, and advocate for undocu- 
mented immigrants (the latter to the 
ire of President Donald Trump). 

“That dude had guts,” Supervisor 
Aaron Peskin said Tuesday. “He took 
on issues that none of us included 
would touch with a 10-foot pole. He 
wasn't afraid to go toe-to-toe with 
power. He was not afraid of the cops, 
of exposing what needed to be ex- 
posed.” 

He also wasn’t afraid of rolling up

Giant Android tablets will 
handle the city’s ranked- 
choice voting.

ballots on large Android tablets as early 
as November. 

Supervisors retroactively approved 
a contract Tuesday with Dominion 
Voting Systems, the only company 
that met the list of qualifications 
sought by the San Francisco De- 
partment of Elections. The contract 
costs $8.5 million and lasts through 
March 2023, but it could be renewed 
another two years for a total of $12.7 
million. 

The Elections Department all but 
knew Dominion would provide the 
new voting machines, as they were 
the sole bidder that meet certain cri- 
teria pertaining to security and open- 
source voting. Crucially, the ma- 
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Shamann Walton said. 

Adachi’s contagious enthusiasm 
for his work and his unwavering com- 
mitment to defend those who fall into 
our criminal justice system trickled 
down to the lawyers who worked in his 
office, who, as Peskin pointed out, eas- 


chines allow up to 10 candidates for 
ranked-choice voting. As a reminder, 
that’s the system partly responsible 
for the agonizing, eight-day wait last 
June for voters to find out who their 
new mayor would be. (London Breed 
won.) 

Curious San Franciscans test- 
ed voting on Dominion’s Android 
machines in July, and explored its 
ADA-accessibility options, language 
bar, review page, and accompanying 
printer. They also witnessed how 
ballots that need a human to review 
them — for discrepancies such as 
unclear pen marks outside the bubble

made, for added transparency.

There’s added security built in 
for voters anxious about digital 
machines, as each ballot has a paper 
copy printed and digital scan for the 
Department of Elections to keep 
on record. Plus, they can be posted 
online and made available for public 
review (with personal information 
excluded for anonymity, of course). 

Dominion’s voting system in- 
cludes a machine for every one of San 
Francisco's precincts, which scans the 
paper votes once they’re submitted 
and stores the data on a memory 
card. The card is then physically 
transported to the Department of 
Elections, leaving the riskiness of the 
internet out of the picture altogether. 


band loved to work. 

“Francisco said that walking in the 
Tenderloin with Jeff was like walking 
with Steph Curry or Beyonce,” she 
said. “People on the street felt like he 
was theirs. If they got into trouble, 
which they inevitably would — be- 
cause they were poor or they were 
Black or they were Brown — they 
would have the best of the best repre- 
senting them.” 

But amid the at-times tearful trib- 
utes to his life’s work were a slew of 
humorous memories, too. Nine out 
of 10 photos of Adachi showed him 
throwing his playful sideways peace 
sign, and Supervisor Matt Haney 
said that if they were at an event, you 
could always find Adachi on the dance 
floor. 

“Jeff was the epitome of cool,” 
Peskin said. “This is a guy who could 
pull of wearing a zoot suit.” 

“It is his own humanity that I will 
miss the most,’ Supervisor Sandra Lee 
Fewer said. “His smile, his warmth, his 
belief in people, and yes sometimes 
his big showy personality too.” 

As of this writing, Adachi’s replace- 
ment has yet to be appointed by the 
mayor; come November, San Francis- 
cans will be tasked with not only elect- 
ing a new district attorney, but a public 
defender, too. 

The person running for the latter 
has some big shoes to fill. 

Supervisor Gordon Mar put it 
best. Adachi, he said, was “a genuine 
superhero.”

In the long run, the Department of 
Elections hopes this new technology 
will help with labor shortages. The 
machines can scan 70 or 80 ballots 
a minute, which could make a dent 
in the waiting period for a final vote 
count. 

San Francisco joins nearby coun- 
ties like Alameda, Contra Costa, 
Napa, Sonoma, Sacramento, and 
Monterey in using Dominion. Voters 
may use the new system as soon as 
November, the Department of Elec- 
tions previously said.

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Supes Plan 

to Legitimize 
Cannabis Sales 
at 4/20 


District 8 Supervisor Rafael 
Mandelman readily admits that the de- 
velopment and implementation of can- 
nabis regulations in San Francisco has 
been a bit of an adventure so far. 

“We're in a brave new world here,” 
Mandelman says. “We're making new 
laws and figuring stuff out as we go 
along.” 

The latest edict on Mandelman’s 
agenda is the matter of permitting 
local cannabis events. Thanks to the 
efforts of California Assemblyman Bill 
Quirk, then-Gov. Jerry Brown signed 
AB 2020 into law last September. 

In essence, the bill allows cities in 
California to define and issue permits 
for local events that involve the com- 
mercial sale of regulated cannabis as 
long as the permit-holder also has the 


necessary state license. 

In late January, Mandelman intro- 
duced legislation setting the parame- 
ters for what a local cannabis permit 
would entail. Slated to be heard in 
committee before the end of Febru- 
ary, his hope is that everything may 
be in place in time for San Francisco’s 
annual 4/20 celebration at Golden 
Gate Park. 

“We have a strong desire to have 
that happen and believe that it can 
happen,” he says. “I’ve gotten no in- 
dications from any of my colleagues 
that they have reservations that are 
significant enough to slow it down. 
We have six co-sponsors at this point, 
and we are moving forward on an ex- 
pedited basis.” 

Before anyone gets their hopes up, 
the 4/20 celebration having an official 
permit doesn’t also mean that every- 
one is free to light up to their heart’s 
content. While this pro- 
posal would allow licensed 
cannabis retailers to sell 
product on-site, it does 
not allow for consumption 
that supersedes the city 
and venue’s current laws. 

The permit “allows 
someone who holds a li- 
cense to operate cannabis 
events from the state to 
put on an event in San 
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Francisco, Mandelman summarizes. 
“Tt will be subject to requirements 
of the Office of Cannabis and the 
requirements of any other agencies 
with jurisdiction over the event.” 

For example, Rec and Park won't 
be changing its strict (but understand- 
able) prohibition on smoking at any of 
the locations it oversees. 4/20 revelers 
may be able to buy pot legally, but 
they’ll be on their own when it comes 
to what they do next. This also means 
that the organizers of events like 4/20 
will still require the necessary permit- 
ting from the appropriate office, be it 
the Port Authority, Rec & Park, or the 
Entertainment Commission. 

“We don’t want to make people 
unnecessarily duplicate work,” Man- 
delman notes, “but we also don’t want 
to be taking away jurisdiction from 
agencies that already have a regulatory 
role.” 
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Another complication stems from 
state law banning the sale of cannabis 
at any event where alcohol is also sold. 

On this score, Mandelman is more 
optimistic that a solution may be 
found — a potentially promising start 
to one day imagining events on par 
with the Outside Lands Music & Arts 
Festival having an authentic cannabis 
element. 

“It is being worked through,” he 
offers, somewhat coyly. “You cannot 
have alcohol sales and cannabis to- 
gether in the same event, but there 
have been events in the state of Cali- 
fornia that have managed to have both 
cannabis and alcohol sales by basically 
creating two separate events that hap- 
pen to be in close proximity to each 
other. Our Office of Cannabis needs 
to figure out how it wants to deal with 
this and interpret those state require- 

ments and allowances.” 
Should the Board approve 
this, the workload that will 
fall to the Office of Cannabis 
represents yet another task 
for the notably understaffed 
department. While news of 
Office of Cannabis Director 
Nicole Elliott’s departure to 
join Gov. Gavin Newsom's 
advisory team had not yet 
broken at the time SF Week- 
ly spoke with Mandelman, 


he still agreed with the assertion that 
the department needs more resources. 

“They're being asked to process an 
immense volume of new applications 
for various things,’ Mandelman says. 
“The backlog is significant. I’m very 
impressed with them, but there are 
not enough of them in that office. I do 
think it would make sense to give them 
more resources to get the job done.” 

For now, the goal is to help San 
Francisco events that already focus on 
cannabis go legit. There are even pro- 
visions to allow for reduced or waived 
fees for some equity operators and 
non-profits on an event-by-event basis. 

“The Office of Cannabis is primarily 
going to be dealing with events that 
have already been happening, like 
4/20, and mainly working on bringing 
existing events into a more regulated 
space, Mandelman says. “San Francis- 
co has a long history of having really 
great street events, and we want peo- 
ple to have a reasonable expectation 
that they’re going to be safe at these 
events. We regulate them for safety, 
and that’s what we’re trying to do here 
in the cannabis space.”

This week’s question comes from 
Holly H. in Berkeley, who asks,: 


:“My wife was traveling on a road- 

way which has a 45 mile an hour 
limit. It had been raining very heavily 
for several days but the weather had 
cleared for at least 4 hours. She was 
driving about 30 and everything was 
fine. As she came around a bend, there 
was an a huge lake of water in her lane. 
Her car lost traction, she couldn’t break 
or steer, and she crossed into the other 
lane colliding with another car. Thank 
God no one was seriously injured but 
someone could have been killed. After 
the collision a nearby neighbor came out 
and said that there was a storm drain 
which had been backing up there all year 
and despite calls to the Public Works 
Department nothing had been done and 
this was the third accident there this 
year. What rights do people have when 
the drains are not being maintained and 
they are harmed?” 


: Holly, according to the National 

Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration, the second greatest factor 
in causing collisions (2 percent) is 
environmental conditions such as 
rain, snow, etc.(The greatest factor, 94 


percent, is human error.) 

What you describe is the phenom- 
ena known as “hydroplaning.” On wet 
or flooded pavement hydrodynamic 
pressure increases as the speed of the 
vehicle increases eventually leading 
to the tire losing contact with the 
roadway. ‘There are two types of hy- 
droplaning: 1) viscous hydroplaning 
or 2) dynamic hydroplaning. Viscous 
hydroplaning is a problem associated 
with low speed operation on pave- 
ments with little or no texture. We 
see this frequently in rear end colli- 
sions during or following rainy condi- 
tions. Dynamic hydroplaning occurs 
in situations with a more significant 
depth of water as a water wedge is 
driven between a moving tire and 
the pavement surface causing a com- 
plete separation of tire and roadway. 
What you describe is full dynamic 
hydroplaning, a serious life and safety 
hazard, causing a total lack of control 
over steering and braking. 

Under California Law a govern- 
ment entity: city, county, or state, can 
be held liable for a dangerous condi- 
tion of public property if they fail to 
maintain the roadways, and drainage, 
in a reasonably safe condition. The 
condition must cause more than a 
trivial risk of harm of the type that 
was suffered and the entity needs to 
have actual or constructive knowledge 
of the condition with sufficient time 
to remedy it and have failed to do so.

Actual knowledge is when they 
know about the condition by seeing 
it themselves, being informed by oth- 
ers, or when they themselves cause 
the condition to exist. Constructive 
notice is when the condition, and its 
dangerousness, should be apparent 
to them by a reasonable inspection 
system or, perhaps, in this situation 
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if they have had to come clean this 
drain numerous times or they are 
aware of numerous accidents happen- 
ing under the same conditions. 

I have handled many similar cases 
as the one you present here. Most 
involve known flooding areas, im- 
properly constructed roadways and/ 
or blocked or broken drains. Unfor- 





tunately, these conditions can often 
prove deadly. 

It appears that the entity had ac- 
tual notice based on the neighbor’s 
complaints. Additional evidence of 
notice can be obtained by obtaining 
DPW documents pertaining to the 
drainage at that site. 

A usual defense is that the driver 
was traveling too fast for the con- 
ditions (Veh. Code 22350). Given 
the break in the rain, your wife’s 
reduced speed, and the fact that the 
pool of water was around a corner, 
this defense could probably be sur- 
mounted. 

My best advice to everyone, 
check your tread depth (it should be 
at least 4/32 in the front and 2/32 
in the rear ), properly inflate your 
tires and as my daughter says “avoid 
the pain, go slow in the rain.”

Designed by Ken Fulk, St. Joseph's Art Society aims to become a major cultural force in San Francisco. But Is it largely for the One Percent?

Crippling acrophobia can be 
almost fun, like a scary movie, even 
when its closest reference point is a fa- 
mous suspense film. Climbing the spiral 
staircase inside one of the twin steeples 
atop St. Joseph’s Church and Complex in 
SoMa gave a recent visitor a quick bout of 
vertigo, but it was mostly from imagining 
people at a cocktail party ascending to 
this aerie with a drink in their hand and 
two in their stomach. Set off by two rose- 
ate windows, the brick-walled room sev- 
eral stories above street level looks a lot 
different from the belfry in which a blind 
nun emerges from the shadows at the cli- 
max of Vertigo, sending Kim Novak plum- 
meting to her death. 

God have mercy. Hitchcock's film 
may be slightly overrated, but this 
edifice is not. The church, built on the 
cusp of the First World War, was decon- 
secrated decades ago and added to the 
National Register of Historic Places. It 
languished in the landmark equivalent 
of development hell, slowly falling prey 
to entropy, the gold on its steeples 
peeling away — until last year, when it 
became St. Joseph’s Art Society, a sub- 
scription-based cultural organization 
with grand and slightly transgressive 
ambitions of becoming a local power- 
house for contemporary art. 

Inside this century-old former house 
of worship, the staff tends to cluster 
in one area. Although the floors have 
radiant heat, the building can be drafty 
and companionship is that much more 
pleasant. Over tea in a ground-floor 
nook framed by flower-print curtains 
and a chiaroscuro still-life, foundation 
manager Aimee Le Duc explains how 
St. Joseph’s patron-subscriber system 
works. She compares it to the opera or 
the ballet, where annual giving under- 
writes the programming, and refers to 
the founding subscribers as 20 or so 
“like-minded individuals in the arts or 
who support art” who nominated an- 
other 20 artist-subscribers. 

“If they contribute to the founda- 
tion, it receives funding, and that’s 
what largely drives our arts program- 
ming,’ she adds. “So these two pillars 
grow together.” 

Anyone can apply, and although 
there aren't pricing tiers for various 
levels of support, Le Duc adds that St. 
Joseph’s is developing its own version 
of Young Ambassadors and engaging 
established nonprofits elsewhere to es- 
tablish an artist-in-residency program. 
Still, on paper, it can sound more DeDe

Wilsey than Monique Jenkinson, some- 
thing opulent enough to lure the read- 
ership of the Nob Hill Gazette south of 
Sutter Street once in a while, attracted 
by the Darwin, Sinke, & van Tongeren 
ursine taxidermy or the trio of horseh- 
eads with cannonballs for eyes. 

But while comparatively well- 
connected institutions like the 
American Conservatory Theater hold 
fundraising galas here that can net 
proceeds in the high six and low seven 
figures, Le Duc is adamant that St. 
Joseph’s is not some playground for the 
One Percent. She, along with society 
manager Sarah O’Rourke and director 
of events Lizaveta Sergeev, insists that 
grassroots programming is important 
to the mission. A veteran of Mission 
gallery space Southern Exposure and 
the S.F Arts Commission gallery, Le 
Duc said Fulk hired her in part because 
of a desire to bring art to the space and 
make it widely accessible. 

Noting that the five-month-old orga- 
nization is “still in our infancy,’ Le Duc 
mentions founding artist-subscriber 
Catherine Wagner, whose photogra- 
phy-on-vinyl altarpiece draws the eye 
to where the priests once presided. A 
collection of busts, it effects a sort of 
trompe l’oeil reimagining of the College 
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Ken Fulk's maximalist aesthetic transformed the interior of a church built in 1913. 


of Cardinals electing some long-ago 
pope. (Wagner appears in conversation 
with BAMPFA director Larry Rinder for 
a book signing on Tuesday, March 12.) 
On the mezzanine is the new San Fran- 
cisco location of Carpenters Workshop 
Gallery, where Vincenzo De Coutiis’ 
show “Ein Plein Air” is on display there 
through June, showing quasi-functional 
objects made from basalt and recovered 
resins. 

“There will always be a public op- 
portunity to come see the work, to 
come hear the lectures,” Le Duc adds, 
observing that the Society has a good 
relationship with the Presidio Knolls 
school next door, and with organiza- 
tions who have nonprofit subscriptions 
taht allow them to hold events or meet- 
ings in the church. Although they’re not 
“mission-aligned,” Le Duc singles out 
Dena Beard of The Lab as an exemplar 
of how to stay true to San Francisco’s 
edgier values. She escorts her visitor all 
around, from the Assouline Book Salon 
and apothecary shop in the church’s 
narthex to the sunny meeting space in 
the former sacristy off the altar. As an 
event space, it’s undeniably fabulous. 

“Not only are you experiencing visu- 
al art, dance, and performance, you're 
also drinking an amazing glass of wine

in this beautiful space, and it all really 
comes together in our motto: Every mo- 
ment matters,” Le Duc says. “You really 
can take that one way or the other. I 
often can be very cynical about things, 
but I have to say after working in non- 
profits arts administration for so long 
this is a model that could change things. 
... Maybe we can package it up and hand 
it out to other cities, and it can be a new 
model for how we support arts.” 

Romanesque Revival can read as 
squatter and more fortress-like than 
Gothic churches, more rural abbey 
than cathedral, but the light pouring 
through St. Joseph’s windows on a clear 
afternoon takes on a celestial cast. (The 
nave’s northwest-southeast orientation 
guarantees a lot of sun.) And Fulk’s oc- 
casionally heavy but usually deft hand 
is all over it, such that the seams of the 
mezzanine don’t align flush with the 
legally protected walls. (If you want to 
“stick a thumbtack” in them, Le Duc 
says, you need the approval of the De- 
partment of the Interior. So they built 
the mezzanine to be one stand-alone 
piece.) 

As the recent repackaging and 
bowdlerization of a cheery West Oak- 
land home testifies, minimalism is the 
“language of gentrification.” When it 





comes to stripping a bright paint job 
and banishing ornament from a cen- 
tury-old house to make it palatable to 
people with more fear than taste, that 
is true. But the underlying issue is more 
complicated than that, and not simply 
because IKEA's strain of minimalism is 
simultaneously bland, affordable, gen- 
trification-fueling, and ubiquitous. 
Fulk’s aesthetic is the textbook 
definition of maximalism, and his work 
appears in upscale places like The Bat- 
tery or Leo’s Oyster Bar (or the unfortu- 
nately named “Halfway House” vacation 
home in an exclusive development in 
Big Sky, Mont., called the Yellowstone 
Club). It’s exuberant and cultivated and 
very gay. While the bulk of St. Joseph’s 
patrons will be more affluent than the 
largely Filipino parishioners who last 
celebrated Mass here decades ago, it’s 
also true that artists and designers are 
fully capable of possessing multiple di- 
mensions, of having commercial work 
subsidize passion projects that may or 
may not always pencil out, and of res- 
cuing beautiful spaces from the tyranny 
of open-plan cubicles and the other 
deadening prerogatives of square-foot- 
age optimization. St. Joseph’s may not 
please everyone, but you can hardly call 
it a cynical, money-grubbing enterprise. 
It might very well achieve its ideals. 
Even slight deviations from progres- 
sive orthodoxy might result in sidewalk 
protesters — see Manny’s on 16th 
Street — and no one organization can 
turn off the spigot of wealth pouring 
into the Bay Area. Further, a we’ll-just- 
have-to-wait-and-see attitude, if used 
to suspend judgment indefinitely, can 
let the rich and powerful do whatever 
they want. At the same time, where 
would Bay Area theater be without 
“generous support’ from Wells Fargo 
and Chevron? Dangling to the base 
of St. Joseph’s other steeple is a long 
heavy rope sheathed in purple fabric. 
Tug on it, and you'll ring the church 
bells. Once used to remind sinners of 
divine judgment, they’re now reserved 
for secular purposes like the appreci- 
ation of fine art while seated on pow- 
er-clashing throw pillows far comfier 
than any pew.

Yet another business improvement district is on its way, pending a March 5 vote from the Board of Supervisors.

A controversial new Community 
Benefit District is one vote away from 
approval — to the chagrin of some 
SoMa community members, and the joy 
of others. 

On March 5, the Board of Super- 
visors is expected to approve the 
brand-new SoMa West CBD, which will 
formalize and fund efforts to clean up 
the streets, improve safety, and recruit 
businesses to the neighborhood — de- 
fined roughly by the borders of Mis- 
sion Street to Townsend, and South 
Van Ness Avenue to Fifth Street. 

It’s not a new tactic. Much of 
District 6 in San Francisco is split 
into Business Improvement Districts 
(which are used interchangeably with 
the term “Community Benefit Dis- 
trict”). There’s the Union Square BID, 
which is responsible for hundreds of 
security cameras installed downtown. 
There’s the Yerba Buena CBD, which 
employs private security guards who 
patrol the area asking people to put 
out their cigarettes. (FYI, smoking in 
most of this district is banned.) 

The East Cut CBD is wildly busy, 
with 12 meetings on everything from 
parks to safety scheduled for March 
alone. The Central Market CBD focuses 
on the economic development of the 
corridor and cleanliness like graffiti 
abatement, and the Civic Center CBD 
works to beautify and “activate” the 
plaza, with things like the new Bi-Rite 
Cafe and the winter skating rink. Last 
but not least is the Tenderloin CBD, 
which is arguably the most invested in 
its diverse community: It hosts Safe 
Passage, which gets kids to and from 
school safely, and it partners with the 
Downtown Streets Team to employ 
people from the program, helping 
them qualify for housing. 

But none of the above services are 
free. Far from it — the districts pay for 
their private security teams and street 
cleaners through an additional tax on 
local businesses and residents. The 
taxes are based on square footage; big 
buildings pay more, smaller ones pay 
less. But if a formal vote is held and it 
passes, everyone is required to chip in, 
even if you voted against it. 

At the first hearing about SoMa 
West's CBD in early February, many 
people spoke against the plan. Some 
property owners are reluctant to pay 
more in taxes for work the city should 
already be doing, and they worry that 
even more red tape could hinder ef- 
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forts to improve the neighborhood. 

“It’s almost illegal that in this city 
we have to take a certain neighbor- 
hood and say ‘Your taxes are going 
to be higher,’ ” said property owner 
Maryann Fair. “And for what — clean, 
beautiful streets? That is part of what 
we re already paying as a property 
owner. It makes no sense to increase 
our taxes for this program. I am totally 
against it.” 

Others raised concerns about the 
contributions required by nonprofits, 
and the effect private security would 
have on low-income residents. 

“We do have concerns about adding 
bicycle patrol, vehicle patrol, and foot 
patrol. Police and security forces have 
a pretty documented history of racial 
inequity,’ pointed out Alexandra Gold- 
man of the Tenderloin Neighborhood 
Development Center, which houses 
low-income tenants and which would 
have to pay $30,000 in extra taxes ev- 
ery year. ‘We definitely have a question 
on how that will impact some of our 
lower-income neighbors, or people of 
color — whether that’s increased crim- 
inalization or a sense of psychological 
displacement that the neighborhood 
isn’t really designed for low-income 
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SoMa West 


people, but for people who can come in 
and spend a bit more money.” 

But others said they felt left behind 
by the city, and out of options. 

“People that live in western SoMa 
are suffering every day,” resident Ben 
Woosley said. “They’re suffering from 
burglaries, they’re suffering from auto 
break-ins, they’re suffering violence, 
theft, every violation of a human’s 
rights are on offer on the streets of 
western SoMa. Our neighborhood is 
the center of degradation in the city, 
basically.” 

In the end, the new CBD was ap- 
proved by the neighborhood, 56 to 44. 
It should be noted that, as with the 
tax breakdown, property owners who 
own more land have a bigger vote than 
small businesses or landlords. In an 
interesting twist, the biggest property 
owner in all of western SoMa — the 
state of California — voted against it, 
but lost. 

Supervisor Matt Haney, who was 
elected last November to preside over 
the soon-to-be-seven BIDs in District 
6, postponed the Board of Supervisors 
vote until the nonprofit tax fee could 
be worked out. They will now receive a 
discount of more than 50 percent.

Mission Creek 
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Once it’s approved by the Boar 
of Supervisors, SoMa West will 
immediately become one of the 
largest CBDs in the city. 
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In addition, Haney is demanding 
that the SoMa West CBD board have 
people on it who represent a diverse 
array of the neighborhood’s needs. 

“We're working to make sure that 
we're clear that community organiza- 
tions, residents, and small businesses 
have seats on the board of directors,” 
he tells SF Weekly. “Generally, that hap- 
pens in bylaws, but we want to make it 
more explicit.” 

In addition, one board seat must 
be preserved for a member of each of 
western SoMa’s cultural districts — 
SoMa Pilipinas and the Leather Cultur- 
al District. 

It’s a smart, though curious move. 
The required diversity of the board is 
no doubt going to keep any meeting 
where its members have to reach a 
consensus very interesting. Because 
while everyone can generally agree 
that we want our neighborhoods to be 
clean and safe, and to include a sense 
of community, what that means will 
vary from person to person. For some, 
cleaning up western SoMa may include 
sweeping homeless encampments 
elsewhere, like to the Bayview or Dog- 
patch. For others, it may be calling the 
cops on someone who looks suspicious

— perhaps stereotyped to be that way 
because they’re poor and Black — as 
they’re walking down the street. Pri- 
vate security guards hired to enforce 
the BID’s priorities may operate out- 
side the purview of other advocacy 
groups or frontline workers. In an ef- 
fort to “clean up” western SoMa, which 
notably includes Sixth Street, it’s quite 
likely that the neighborhood’s home- 
less and low-income residents will only 
be further harassed, displaced, and 
made to feel unwelcome. 

“Although [BIDs] are present in al- 
most every city in California, research- 
ers, policymakers, and the public have 
paid little attention to their rise and 
growing influence in local and state 
affairs,” says Jeff Selbin, the director of 
the Policy Advocacy Clinic at UC Berke- 
ley School of Law, which conducted 
a three-year study on BIDs. “Our key 
finding is that they exclude homeless 
people from public space through ag- 
gressive policy advocacy and policing 
practices. This finding raises important 
legal — and I would say moral — con- 
cerns.” 

The UC Berkeley School of Law 
study came out last year, but despite 
52 pages of fascinating data, it hasn’t 
seemed to deter San Francisco busi- 
ness and property owners’ march 
toward the privatization of their 
neighborhoods. It could be because 
BIDs often function as intended. 
Neighborhoods get cleaner, and the 
negative effects of that cleaning — like 
displacement and whitewashing — can 
easily be ignored. 

But Haney is optimistic about the 
SoMa West CBD, which will, once it’s 
established, immediately become the 
largest of his district. 

“The CBD can play a needed role in 
bringing people together, and building 
community, and creating a sense of 
identity,” he says. “A lot of people who 
live in west SoMa don't self-identify 
with that neighborhood, but maybe 
with the support of the CBD they will 
have a greater connection to the place 
that they live, and their shared needs 
and history.” 

Fingers crossed that those “shared 
needs” include everyone — whether 
they’re a tax-paying corporation, or the 
residents of an SRO down the street.

SOMCAN, or the South of Mar- 
ket Community Action Network, has its 
hands in so many issues that even direc- 
tor Angelica Cabande struggles to sum- 
marize all the issues the group tackles. 

“It’s hard to put into one sen- 
tence, she says. “Our primary work 
is around educating, organizing, 
and mobilizing folks in the different 
things that we want to do. I really see 
SOMCAN’s role as not only helping 
preserve but helping the neighbor- 
hood grow in a way that includes 
them.” 

But that simplification sells the 
organization short. SOMCAN has 
organizing staff dedicated to land use 
and planning, tenant’s rights, transit, 
workforce development, and youth 
empowerment, all the while offering 
people — particularly families and 
youth — direct services that touch 
on those areas. Its representatives 
can be found in all sorts of City Hall 
hearings, Youth Commission meet- 
ings, SFMTA workshops, conducting 
surveys, and filing appeals to stop 
developments they fear will lead to 
more displacement citywide. (No 
surprise then that they are part of 
the San Francisco Anti-Displacement 
Coalition, which has members like 
Causa Justa/Just Cause and Senior 
Disability Action.) 

The group was born in 2000 asa 
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direct response to the dotcom boom 
that quickly began to displace SoMa’s 
working-class, immigrant communi- 
ties that had taken shelter in the its

affordability. Organizers first rallied 
around Filipino businesses and non- 
profits served eviction notices at the 
Mint Mall on Mission Street that 
year, setting the stage for SOMCAN 
to do similar work full-time while cul- 
tivating its leadership. 

In light of the latest tech boom, 
it was a good call. As new develop- 
ments remake SoMa, the group works 
to counter what it sees as the city’s 
butchering of the neighborhood into 
different projects — namely, the Cen- 
tral SoMa plan. 

The exhaustive rezoning plan — 
largely between Second and Fifth 
streets from Townsend to Howard 
streets — allows for more offices, ho- 
tels, and housing that typically wasn’t 
permitted in the past. But SOMCAN 
protested the imbalance of housing to 
jobs, predicting that it would drive up 
rent for existing residents. 
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“The city is continually seeing the 
South of Market as a source for mon- 
ey-making and expanding Downtown 
and not really seeing it as an existing 
living community,’ says David Woo, 
SOMCAN’s community development 
coordinator. “So it’s really about that 
tension of what are other priorities 
of elected officials in City Hall.” 

Alas, the plan was years in the 
making and supervisors passed it 
in December. But through that leg- 
islative process, Supervisor Sandra 
Lee Fewer picked up on the idea to 
allow certain affordable-housing 
nonprofits the first chance to bid on 
multi-family residential buildings 
and vacant lots, which the owner 
still has the right to reject. The same 
month, she introduced the Commu- 
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nity Opportunity to Purchase Act. 

Urban planning is a natural fo- 
cus for community organizers in 
SoMa but far from the only kind for 
SOMCAN. They fight evictions and 
landlord harassment while helping 
affected tenants apply for affordable 
housing as a backup. They assist lo- 
cal job seekers with resume reviews 
and mock interviews, take part in 
all sorts of community forums, and 
they recently completed several sur- 
veys of riders in SoMa as part of a 
transit-justice campaign to fight fare 
increases. (A big part of transporta- 
tion advocacy centers on pedestrian 
safety, which was worked into the 
SFMTA’s Folsom-Howard Streetscape 
project.) 

SOMCAN is ultimately rooted 


in helping families, especially the 
immigrant and working-class fam- 
ilies that spurred its existence, and 
frequently presents in Spanish, Fil- 
ipino, and Chinese languages. Their 
United Families program helps those 
families with counseling, Medi-Cal 
enrollment, mental health referrals, 
and support for issues from housing 
to domestic violence. 

As a need for leadership devel- 
opment helped spark SOMCAN, the 
group takes great care to bring youth 
into the civic process while helping 
with things like homework, college 
applications, and public speaking. 
Though students with their Youth 
Organizing Home and Neighborhood 
Action program often can’t can’t 
make it to hearings, they have made

videos to present to supervisors. And 
issues they advocate for around the 
neighborhood, like lack of open space 
or inadequate street lights, make it 
into open mics for young folks in San 
Francisco. 

“Just because they’re youth 
doesn’t mean they should be quiet 
with their issues and what they want 
in this community,’ says Youth Co- 
ordinator P.J. Eugenio. “You can tell 
that they’re really affected by gentri- 
fication.” 

With SOMCAN at the helm, 
hopefully less so.

Santo Loquasto, the costume 
designer for Hello, Dolly! (at SHN 
Golden Gate Theatre through March 
17), must have taken his inspiration 
from a bakery counter filled with 
stacks and stacks of macarons. When 
the people of Yonkers stretch their legs 
and stroll on stage to sing “Put on Your 
Sunday Clothes,” they’re dressed in lay- 
ers of rainbow-colored clothes. One 
man’s suit, including his vest and bou- 
tonniére, combines shades of citrus, 
tangerine paired with kumquat and 
lemon. Another woman’s dress, bustle, 
and parasol blush from pink to berry to 
rose. When the professional match- 
maker Dolly Levi makes her grandilo- 
quent entrance in Act Two, she’s a 
vision in scarlet. The color runs from 
her heels up to a crown of quivering 
feathers cresting high above her head. 
Everyone on stage looks good enough 
to eat. 

This is, of course, the prized role 
that the late Carol Channing made 
famous over the course of decades. 
But in this production, the burden 
of selling Dolly as the most charis- 
matic person who ever set foot on 
the island of Manhattan belongs to 
Betty Buckley, the original Griza- 
bella in Cats. Arguably more in the 
style of Bette Midler’s take on Dolly 
than Channing’s, Buckley sells the 
role slyly, sending well-timed witty 
inflections to the cast at large and, 
standing alone on stage, with heart- 
felt asides to the ghost of her late 
husband Ephraim. The arc of her sto- 
ryline includes a matchmaking sub- 
plot between a pair of earnest young 
lovers, Cornelius (Nic Rouleau) and 
Irene (Analisa Leaming). But their 
romance is a foil and a plot device 
that eventually furthers her plans. 

Dolly’s not in love with the 
“half-a-millionaire” Horace Van- 
dergelder (Louis J. Stadlen) but 
marrying him would mean she 
wouldn’t have to hustle to make a 
living anymore. Apart from his mon- 
ey, Vandergelder has as much charm 
as Ebenezer Scrooge. He doesn’t 
show a glimmer of kindness or much 
potential as a love interest until he 
reprises the song “Hello, Dolly!,” 
which is transformed by his sudden 
tenderness near the end of the second 
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act. If you don’t scrutinize the two of 
them too deeply, it’s easier to believe 
in their love affair as a mismatched 
odd couple. 

In regard to that titular song, one 
question dogs the mind: Why are the 
waiters at the Harmonia Gardens 
Restaurant so happy to welcome the 
widowed Dolly back after so many 
years? When she ate there with 
Ephraim back in the day, were the 
Levis exceptionally good tippers? 

It’s hard to account for their en- 
thusiasm, especially after they’ve just 
danced their asses off in “The Wait- 
ers’ Gallop.” That dance — in which 
cutlery, servillettes, and tableware 
are fondled with a sense of acrobatic 
abandon — reminds the audience 
how exhilarating choreography can 
be when it’s being performed by so 
many graceful, athletic bodies united 
in motion. “Hello, Dolly!,” the famous 
set piece in Jerry Herman’s musical, 
might qualify as the ultimate narcis- 
sistic fantasy of self-congratulation. 
No matter which door she walks 
through, Dolly imagines herself be- 
loved by the world. Not only are the 
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Meddlesome Matchmaker 
Makes a Match tor Herself 


waiters supportive background char- 
acters as she makes her triumphant 
return to society, but so too is her love 
interest. 

Dolly’s absence from and subse- 
quent return to society might account 
for the high jolts of color and the 
general feeling of joyousness. The 
world on stage is refracted through 
her eyes as she experiences a renewal, 
a delayed coming-out party at this late 
date in her life. Hello, Dolly! is a story 
about winter that reverses course to 
embrace the oncoming warmth of 
spring. Loquasto, who also designed 
the sets, created backdrops in subtler 
pastels that correspond with the turn 
of the 20th century. The bright cos- 
tumes, and the people wearing them, 
stand out in relief. He’s devised a clev- 
er visual schema to evoke a bygone 
era while also complementing the 
jaunty mood of the lyrics and music. 

Hello, Dolly! is a celebration of 
appetites, both carnal and culinary. 
The scene which drew the most laughs 
showed Dolly savoring her dinner at 
the restaurant as if it were the first 
meal she'd eaten in years. As the scene

in the Harmonia Gardens devolves 
into a farcical state of pandemonium, 
Dolly relishes every last morsel on 
her plate. While she’s gnawing away 
on a turkey bone, the sumptuous 
restaurant set is dismantled and then 
replaced by a courtroom straight out 
of Nosferatu. The courthouse building 
leans back and retreats at an impossi- 
ble angle. A red light casts an ominous 
feeling across the stage. And yet, the 
audience is so focussed on Dolly’s 
pleasure that the distorted set design 
doesn’t feel threatening. Now that 
she’s back where she belongs, drink- 
ing down champagne and gravy in 
equal parts, Dolly’s renewed appetite 
for life is a magical panacea for herself 
and everyone drawn inside her orbit. 
If she had a mantra it would be gusta- 
tory, like that one put forth by Mary 
Poppins: A spoonful of sugar helps 
the medicine go down in the most 
delightful way.

To Dust 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Vogue Theatre. 

The retirement of Daniel Day-Lewis has 
opened the field for another male actor who 
doesn’t work often, but who always makes it 
matter when he does. Enter Géza Rohrig, 
who appeared out of nowhere three years 
ago in Laszlo Nemes’s Auschwitz nightmare 
Son of Saul, and who is no less commanding 
now in Shawn Snyder’s comparatively 
lighter but still pretty dark comedy To Dust. 
Shmuel (Rohrig) is a Hasidic cantor in Up- 
state New York who is haunted by visions of 
his wife’s decomposing body after her re- 
cent burial, and fears that it means her soul 
is still suffering. Despite the inquiry being 
forbidden by his faith, Shmuel enlists the 
reluctant aid of community college science 
teacher Albert (Matthew Broderick) to con- 
duct a quasi-scientific and even more qua- 
si-legal experiments to determine how long 
it will take his wife’s body to return to its 
constituent particles and for her soul to find 
peace. Snyder doesn’t shy away from the in- 
herent grodiness of the decomposition pro- 
cess, nor the way conservative religions fail 
to address human needs. Broderick being 
well-cast as the sad sack who just wants to 
get stoned and listen to Jethro Tull at the 
end of the day is no surprise, but it’s Rohrig 
who owns To Dust, an early contender for 
one of the best films of 2019. Sherilyn

Ruben Brandt, Collector 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
Milorad Krstié’s animated Ruben Brandt, 
Collector is a cavalcade of art and film refer- 
ences that are beautifully animated and re- 
ward eagle-eyed observation, but references 
alone do not a compelling story make. Ru- 
ben Brandt (Ivan Kamaras) is a psychother- 
apist with an “Exceptional Art Therapy” 
degree who is haunted by nightmares in 
which he is attacked by the figures in 13 fa- 
mous works of art. Since this patients are al- 
ready art thieves, he enlists them to burgle 
all the paintings, having decided owning the 
works will end his nightmares. (A wealthy 
man has bad dreams: Such high stakes!) The 
globetrotting adventure stuff is pretty stan- 
dard — and the new Carmen Sandiego series 
arguably does it better — but the whole plot 
is pretty much an excuse for a constant 
game of “Remember this thing?” These 
range from a large swath of Brandt’s back- 
story being culled from Michael Powell’s 
Peeping Tom to Andy Warhol's Double Elvis 
to a dialog reference to John Landis’s Three 
Amigos, and at least two uses of the Wilhelm 
Scream. The treachery of the familiar im- 
ages may be the point, though in terms of 
character designs a high tolerance for cubist 
grotesqueries is required. But for a film that 
overtly references Hitchcock, Ruben Brandt, 
Collector never sucks off Vertigo, so that’s re- 
freshing. SC 
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Cold Beer, Hot Chicken

Some murals are more didactic 
than others. Behind the bar at City Beer 
Store is a veritable Sebastian-the-cr- 
ab’s-orchestra of sea animals chilling and 
partying, from a polychromatic jellyfish 
to a goldfish admiring a hop cone with 
its pectoral fin. There’s a platypus who's 
either Swiss or a registered lifeguard, 
snorkeling along next to aa pink octopus 
who managed to pry open a treasure 
chest full of brewskis but who’s got only 
one in its tentacles. A fox wearing a bow- 
tie has flippers on and the bumblebee 
looks like he’s delivering ice cubes, but I 
don’t even know what’s up with the sea 
turtle. 

A sea lion swimming with a burger 
under a cloche dome on its back almost 
looks like a resident of Pacific Ocean 
City from BoJack Horseman. But stare 
at all this long enough and you'll see 
the faint outline of the Golden Gate 
and Bay bridges. Is this a cute homage 
to S.F, or is this a post-apocalyptic 
future in which sea levels have risen 
1,000 feet? Have a beer, because you've 
officially over-thought this. 

Since “Donald Trump is president” 
is the new “It’s five o'clock somewhere,” 
and City Beer Store is open from noon 
to midnight, you should have it here. 
Having relocated last year from the 
subterranean cavern on Folsom Street 
it had occupied since 2006, the former 
Coachman space on Mission Street 
near Eighth is where Craig and Beth 
Wathen are serving high-end beer food 
with assistance from Harper Matheson 
of now-closed City Counter. 

While it’s great to sip a seven-ounce 
pour of The Shrew, a dry sour from 
San Diego brewery Societe, it’s even 
better to have a bowl of tart roasted 
wild mushrooms dusted with hazelnut 
oil and a bit of pecorino ($11). But 
among the many well thought-out and 
reasonably priced snacks and entrees, 
one stands out: Nashville Hot Mochiko 
chicken ($10). Although it’s not actu- 
ally all that hot — otherwise, all you'd 
ever want is a lager — the sweet-rice 
flour batter makes it one of the most 
addicting bar snacks in San Francisco, 
made all the more so by the peanutty 
tahini dip and its drizzle of chili oil. 

Smoked trout rillettes ($13) made 
a fine use of yogurt, although they 
too, weren't as spicy as the presence of 
Fresno chilies would suggest. Yogurt 
shows up again and again at City Beer 
Store, making its greatest appearance 
in an excitable, creamy tomato bisque 
($8) jazzed up with vadouvan. A good 
old double-patty burger with fries

($22 all told) would probably appeal 
most to people who want food in their 
belly primarily for alcohol-absorption 
purposes, and apart from the paprika 
on the fries, it’s only average in flavor. 
(Where are those porcini-braised on- 
ions? Hard to detect.) The slow-roasted 
lamb sandwich ($16) was on the dry 
side, too. Stick to genuine rib-stickers 
like the cleverly acidic grilled sausage 
and spatzle, with its pop of cherry and 
slather of huckleberry mustard ($16). 
So thick it’s almost better eaten with 
a spoon, the winter squash gnocchi 
($15) with delicate kale crisps and 
slightly overdone gnocchi was buttery 
and soft, the cure-all for a drizzly 
night. 

If you're in the school of Broke-Ass 
Stuart, whose tenets include telling 
people to stop pretending to like IPAs, 
there’s plenty here for you, like Long 
Beach Beer Lab’s Oud Blue’b, which 
somehow tastes sharp but not ra- 
zor-sharp against everything. But un- 
like the wonderful Almanac Taproom 
(R.I.P.) there’s more than just sours. 





City Beer Store is three things at 
once: a bar, a restaurant, and a retail 
shop. You can weave all three into one, 
but not with a few seams showing. Ta- 
ble service is pretty clean and easy — 
and it will be nice when we can eat on 
this outdoor patio — but the bar itself 
is a little odd. Unlike restaurants with 
bar seating, it’s a full-on bar-bar with 
people jockeying for coveted seats, and 
a self-service water station off to the 
side. Tell a host you'd like to sit at the 
bar, and you might be told, “Sure, seat 
yourself” even when there are no open 
seats, giving you pause if you start 
eyeing the tables. The most attractive 
section is way up front, near the kitch- 
en, but it almost feels like an overflow 
area, and I just don’t understand why 
youd have a category on the menu for 
beers that are specifically listed as “not 
available yet unless otherwise indicat- 
ed.” Anecdotally, things seem busier at 
happy hour than on Saturday nights. 

That said, there are numerous ad- 
vantages to making City Beer Store 
your jumping-off point for beer explo-

ration, among them the ability to buy 
a cool can of something with help from 
the bottle shop staff then pay a nomi- 
nal corkage fee to drink it on-premises. 
Peek around in there for five minutes 
and all you’re going to want to do is 
add to cart. Asked if it was the biggest 
such bottle shop in S.F., a worker dis- 
avowed the premise of the question, as 
if it were simply too macho to admit, 
and insisting that a BevMo or two was 
“probably” larger. Well, OK, but does 
BevMo have 16-ounce cans of Against 
the Grain’s London Balling barley- 
wine-style ale? Claim your awesome- 
ness, City Beer Store.

Soup Du Jour 
at DragonEats 


Ginger, kale, and lime soup for 
only $3.25?

San Francisco is a city of secrets. 


No matter how long you live here, there 
is always another rock to be turned over. 
There is always another surprise waiting 
for you around the corner. And the latest 
gem I’ve unearthed is a little bowl of 
soup that is as easy on the wallet as it is 
on the palate. 

DragonEats is a banh mi shop on 


Gough Street in Hayes Valley (with ad- 
ditional locations on Haight Street and 
on Folsom Street in SoMa). Its menu 
has tasty Vietnamese treats like five- 
spiced chicken vermicelli bowls, plump 
fresh rolls with shrimp and mint, and 
fatty roasted duck banh mi. Although 
the food may not be as quote-unquote 
traditional as other Vietnamese delis 
like Saigon Sandwich, DragonEats 
brings a different take to this venera- 
ble street food. 

As tasty as a veg-heavy sandwich 
on a baguette sounds, I rarely come 
here for that. On breezy days, when 
I’m craving something hot, cheap, 
and quick, I come for a particular item 
that’s rarely seen on the chalkboard 
menu, a tiny bowl of the most satisfy- 
ing soup in the hood. 

For only $3.25, DragonEats serves 
an exquisite little bowl of ginger, kale,

and lime soup. Crispy fried onions 
and crunchy kale float on the surface 
of an opaque green broth that looks 
like a savory little pond.

Such Great Heights 


British duo Maribou State creates synthpop with heart, a product of their exacting methods.

It’s been 47 years since humans 


walked or golfed on the moon, but there 


are faint stirrings of our possible return. 


In the trippy video for British electronic 
duo Maribou State’s “Kingdom’” (feat. 
North Downs), stock characters from 
1950s newsreels appear to take a tram 
to the Earth’s natural satellite, dive into 
this planet’s oceans as if they were a 
pool, or twirl in a gown made of the 
Milky Way set to lyrics about “throwing 
stones from great heights.” All of this is 
made possible by a bouquet of flowers, 
in saturated colors, that grow in real 
time, as if you could breathe oxygen 
straight out of them the way the kids in 
A Wrinkle in Time do after Mrs. Whatsit 
escorts them to distant worlds. 

“Td quite like to go to space,” says 
Liam Ivory, one half of Maribou State, 
speaking with SF Weekly only minutes 
after the “Kingdom” video went up on 
YouTube. “I'd love to, actually.” 

For good or for ill, Maribou State’s 
methods are much more terrestrial in 
nature. Ivory and his bandmate Chris 
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Davids emerged on the scene after 
having worked in “the shack,” a shed 
in his parents’ garden that was effec- 
tively their first studio. 

“The shack is sadly no more,” he 
says. “Once we set our sights to writ- 
ing the second album [2018's King- 
doms in Colour], and started moving to 
the city, we got a proper studio.” 

In a world adrift in synthpop 
of various levels of quality and 
originality, what stands out about 
Maribou State is the fussy devotion 
to effects that don't settle for icy or 
machine-like qualities. Toying with 
the right mix of electronic instrumen- 
tation with found sounds and other 
organic elements is very time-consum- 
ing, Ivory says, and Kingdoms in Colour 
was the product of two active years of 
work while touring. 

“We don’t really sit down and say, 
‘We’re going to make album like this 
or like that.’ We tend to write a whole 
album that is way off the mark, kind of 
just us experimenting — and we end 
up getting rid of it,” he says. “Maybe 
one track from that is like “This is the 


sound that we need’ or “This is giving 
us the idea for more.’ So it’s a purging 
of ideas and playing around and ex- 
perimenting, and we have to do that 
before we reach the point where we 
actually write the album.” 

A crucial component was the doz- 
ens of field recordings they made of 
buskers in cities like Delhi, but so is 
frequent collaborator Holly Walker, 
who they met through their respective 
management. She joins them on their 
live shows — both for Noise Pop on 
Thursday, Feb. 28 and at San Diego’s 
CRSSD Festival over the weekend — 
as their primary vocalist. (“We needed 
to do some vocal tracks and we'd 
run out ideas” is Ivory’s self-effacing 
explanation for the genesis of this 
partnership.) 

This tour is their first foray into 
the U.S. playing more than simply DJ 
sets. Since the six EPS they released in 
rapid succession starting with 2011’s 
Habitat, its core members’ division of 
labor has morphed a great deal. 

“As we spend more time together, 
learning our craft, we’re crossing over 
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into each other roles,” Ivory says. 
“We've always kind of both played 
instruments. We’re both hands-on 
technically but over the last 10 years 
writing music together a lot has 
changed. It’s so gradual that only 
when you look back on the fist album 
that I did more of this or that. it’s very 
hard to process.” 

One thing that hasn’t changed 
much is a devotion to tea, such that it 
even pops up in their Twitter bio. 

“It’s because we're British and tea 
is delightful, but also because we just 
love tea,” he says. “It’s funny, I drink 
a lot of coffee, but we tend to drink a 
lot of tea when making the albums, it’s 
just a form of keeping us ticking, hav- 
ing regular breaks. Holly is also a very 
big tea drinker.”

The Fool Steps Out

Although it sounds a little woo- 
woo for a hardboiled English musician to 
adopt, Type 5 of the Enneagram person- 
ality chart — The Observer — suits Joe 
Jackson toa T. 

“I think if you’re a writer, if you 
write anything, then you're an observ- 
er, aren’t you?” he tells SF Weekly by 
phone. “You are standing outside and 
commenting as well as drawing on 
your own experience.” 

Through songs like the classics 
“Is She Really Going Out with Him?” 
and “Steppin’ Out,” Jackson and his 
puckish sensibility have offered com- 
mentary from the wings. A slightly 
chameleon-like figure, he admits to 
listening mostly to early jazz, Latin 
music, and musicians from Ghana 
and Benin — and to having a serious 
revulsion for cliches. The cerebral, 
visionary Observer cannot stomach 
duplication, because it would bring on 
an intolerable feeling of obsolescence, 
or of handing their secrets away, so 
Jackson prefers to listen to music 
that’s joyful even if it isn’t his person- 
al forte. 

“If ’'m working on something and 
it starts sounding like something I’ve 
done before, or something someone 
else has done before, I'll scrap it or do 
something to fuck it up,” he says. 

Jackson’s 20th and most recent al- 
bum, Fool, puts his identification with 
the jester in plain sight. Songs like the 
excellent “Strange Land” portray the 
alienation of a 64-year-old English- 
man regarding his former longtime 
adopted home (New York) with more 
detachment than dismay, knowing 
that change is inevitable — and the 
city was never his to possess. 

The album art, a sort of Rene-Mag- 
ritte-by-way-of-Andrew-Wyeth image 
of the title character stooped over to 
pick up playing cards in a field of dead 
vegetation, says a lot. This Fool wears 
a mask of Tragedy, but he carries a 
much-larger Comedy mask on his 
back, a heavy burden through which 
a kind of divine light shines. Behind 
him is a floating proscenium with a 
red velvet theatrical curtain. He’s a 
superhero, Jackson says, noting his 
own comedic turn of mind. 

“I do see the album as being about 
comedy and tragedy, but for me, I’m 
rooting for the fool,” he adds. “He’s 
the winner.” 

What it definitely is not about, he 
insists, is Brexit. Although Jackson

nominally lives in the Berlin neigh- 
borhood of Kreuzberg, the touring life 
means he never seems to be in one 
place very long. And while he wanted 
to channel his disenchantment with 
bourgeois New York — “Steppin’ Out” 
is nothing but a love letter to cir- 
ca-1982 nightlife, danger and all — he 
wanted to avoid a treacly, Dear Diary 
approach. 

“Tm more interested in trying to 
find the universal aspects of some- 
thing, so this song is probably more 
inspired by the experience of being in 
a place that you've known for a long 
time, but it’s changed so much that you 
don’t really recognize it anymore, and 
you feel kind of lost,” he says. “That can 
happen to anyone, and it happens to 
us as we get older because the longer 
you stick around on this planet the 
more things are going to change.” 

In other words, triple the crime rate 
and halve the rent? 

“Yeah, there you go,” he adds, 
semi-facetiously, in response to a 
semi-facetious question. “Those of us 
who were in New York in the 80s — I 
must say that most of us don’t much 
like the way it is now. You could argue 


that in some ways, things are better in 
theory.” 

Jackson performed his new single 
“Fabulously Absolute” on The Tonight 
Show Starring Jimmy Fallon not long 
ago, and even though that show almost 
certainly taped during daylight hours, 
it’s obvious that he’s a natural night 
owl. His 2015 set at Hardly Strictly 
Bluegrass seems not to have left him 
terribly pleased, owing to the difficulty 
of reading the iPad mounted on his 
synthesizer with the sun shining on 
him and his band. 

It was only a 40-minute set, too, 
not long enough to find his groove. So 
the Four-Decade Tour — for which he 
will stop at the Masonic on Saturday, 
March 2 — promises shows that range 
between 90 and 120 minutes. 

“Some people say the longer you 
play, the better it is, the more you're 
giving the fans value for their money,” 
Jackson says. “But I think you can get 
too much of a good thing.” 

Finding the sweet spot means put- 
ting yourself in the audience’s shoes, 
the hallmark of an entertainer, to keep 
things from turning stale. 

“T always imagine myself being on

the other side of the lights and how 

it would come across to me, and I feel 
that enough people don’t do that. They 
just sort of do their thing,” he contin- 
ues. “I’ve learned not only from playing 
but from seeing other people’s shows 
and seeing where they went wrong.” 

Sometimes, it’s about an instinct 
that you hone over four decades. Other 
times, it’s about listening to the wis- 
dom of others. With “Steppin’ Out,” 
whose driving synth beats, bells, and 
minor-chord progressions make it 
unlike any other cut from the pop pan- 
theon, Jackson admits he wasn’t sure 
it would click. 

“T never expected that album to be 
successful. Even the choice of ‘Steppin’ 
Out’ as a single I was against,” he says. 
“My producer said, “Not only is it going 
to be a single, it’s going to be a hit.’ I 
said, ‘What, are you crazy?’ It didn’t 
sound like anything that was on the ra- 
dio at the time. But that works to your 
advantage.”

Ranging from brutal noise exercises to inventive art punk, Daughters have al- 
ways been a visceral sonic experience throughout their dynamic, and at times, 
turbulent career. The band formed in Providence, R.I., in 2001, and released 
their self-titled debut EP the following year. It was hardcore punk at its barest, 
with four songs in under four minutes. Daughters’ debut studio album, 2003's 
Canada Songs, followed suit from their noisy EP, being an 11-minute collection 
of high-pitched screams matched with blistering guitars and drums. Their next 
effort, 2006's Hell Songs, marked a dramatic evolution in sound, doubling the 
length of their songs to include more traditional songwriting elements, but not 
at the expense of their harsh aesthetic. While recording for their third album, 
singer Alexis Marshall and guitarist Nicholas Andrew Sadler had a long-run- 
ning dispute that resulted in Daughters entering an indefinite hiatus. Despite 
the internal trouble, Daughters released their self-titled third album in 2010 to 
widespread critical acclaim, with many fans lauding the band’s refined post- 
punk influenced sound along with Marshall’s idiosyncratic and powerful vocals. 
Marshall and Sadler slowly began communicating ideas again, reforming in 
2013 and releasing their long-awaited fourth album You Won’t Get What You 
Want last September, with many listeners considering it not only the best in 
the band’s discography, but one of the best releases of 2018. Tim Casagrande

A unanimously beloved name within house music since 2003, Poland’s Catz ’n Dogz continue to release sonically rich 
dance masterworks, and they’re some of the most electrifying DJs in their class. The duo, consisting of producer-DJs 
Grzegorz Demianczuk and Wojciech Taranczuk, met while working together at their local radio station, eventually releas- 
ing music under the name 3 Channels, a period when they played rawer and more simplistic dance music compared to the 
vivid and bubbly production in their later material. Under the Catz ’n Dogz moniker, their international breakthrough

came with their remix of Claude VonStroke’s “Who’s Afraid of Detroit.” (VonStroke would become a close friend and music 
partner for the duo, releasing their first two albums, Stars of Zoo and Escape from Zoo on his own Mothership label.)

After adding more pop elements on their 2015 album Basic Colour Theory, released 
on the duo’s own Pets Recordings, the duo returned to Dirtybird last year with two relentless deep house cuts on The Feel- 
ing Factory. It prepped listeners for the highly anticipated release of their fourth album, Friendship, which is due this

I'm a gay guy in my late 40s with a straight sister 
in her early 50s. She's been married for a bit over two 
decades to guy who always registered as a “possible” 
on my average-to-good gaydar. But I put “BIL,” aka my 
brother-in-law, in the “improbable” bucket because he 
actively wooed my sister, was clearly in love with her, 
and fathered four boys with her, allin their late teens 
now. I’m sure you already saw this plot development 
coming: It turns out BIL has been far more “probable” 
than I thought. He has a boyfriend but is still very 
much closeted and denies he is gay. My sister has 
apparently known about this arrangement for four 
years, but has kept it a secret for the kids’ sake. But she 
recently filed for divorce and told our parents and me 
what's been going on. Their kids have been informed 
about the divorce, but not about their father’s boy- 
friend. 

BIL needs to gay-man-up and admit the truth to 
himself and the rest of his family and start the healing 
process. That's obvious. Unfortunately, there's no way 
I can talk him into it (we're not close), and my sister 
is left holding this terrible secret while her bewildered 
kids watch their parents’ marriage crumble with no 
clue why. I think the kids deserve the truth, and that 
neither my sister nor the kids can start to heal until 
that happens. If BIL won't do the right thing, my sister 
is going to have to tell them the truth. What can I do 
to help her with this? She’s awfully fragile right now 
and I don’t want to pressure her and I can’t tell the kids 
without causing a big stink. But dammit, Dan, some- 
one needs to start speaking some truth in that house. 

Dishonest Gay Brother-In-Law 


Secret second families—and a secret boyfriend 
of four years counts—aren’t secrets that keep. So 
your nephews are gonna find out about dad’s boy- 
friend sooner or later, DGBIL, and sooner is defi- 
nitely better. Because in the absence of the actual 
reason why their parents are splitting up—in the 
absence of the truth—they’re likely to come up with 
alternate explanations that are far worse. And when 
they inevitably discover the real reason, your neph- 
ews’ anger at having been lied to or left in the dark 
will reopen the wounds. 

Backing way the hell up: seeing as BIL actively 
wooed and “was clearly in love with” your sister, and 
seeing as he successfully scrambled his DNA togeth- 
er with hers four times and remained married to her 
for two decades, DGBIL, I don’t think BIL is a closet- 
ed gay man. My money’s on closeted bisexual man. 

I shall now say something that will delight my 
bisexual readers: I’m sure you'd like to live in a world 
where everyone is out, DGBIL, or, even better, a 
world where no one ever had to be in. But in the 
world we live in now, bisexuals are far less likely to 
be out than gays and lesbians, DGBIL, and the belief 
that a guy is either gay or straight keeps many bi- 
sexual guys closeted. Because if a bisexual guy who’s 
married to a woman knows he’s going to be seen as 
gay if he tells the truth—if no one will ever believe 
he loved his wife or wanted all those kids—he’s un- 
likely to ever come out. So you can't fault BIL for not 
being out, DGBIL, when it’s attitudes like yours that 
keep bi guys closeted in the first place. 

I shall now say something that will piss off 
my bisexual readers: a family-minded bi guy can 
have almost everything he wants—spouse, house, 
kids—without ever having to come out so long as 
that bi guy winds up with an opposite-sex partner. 
Coming out is a difficult conversation and it’s one 
many bi people choose to avoid. And who can 
blame them? I wasn’t thrilled by the idea of telling 
my mom I put dicks in my mouth, but it was a con- 
versation I couldn't avoid. Faced with the choice 
between telling my mother the truth and possibly 
being rejected by her and thereby losing her or 
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cutting her out of my life in order to keep my 
secret and definitely losing her, I chose to tell her 
the truth. If I'd been, say, your average hetero-ro- 
mantic bisexual man instead of a huge homo—if I 
enjoyed sex with men and women but only fell in 
love with women—I could’ve avoided coming out 
to her and very well might have. 

Back to your nephews, DGBIL: they should be 
told the truth but you shouldn’t be the one to tell 
them. Their parents should. Sit down with your 
sister and make the argument | did above: Yes, 
your kids are upset about the divorce and it will 
add to their upset to learn their father is in a rela- 
tionship with a man. But they’re going to be angry 
about being lied to when they inevitably find out. 
And if she’s keeping this secret solely at BIL’s 
request, well, he can’t ask that of her if doing so 
will damage her relationship with her kids. I don’t 
think she should immediately out BIL, but she 
can and should let him know that she will have 
to tell the children if he doesn’t. You should have 
a conversation with BIL. Open it by telling him 
that life is long, marriages are complicated, and 
that you know he loved your sister. But to stick 
the dismount here—to end his marriage without 
destroying his relationship with his kids—he can’t 
hide from them. If he doesn’t want to tell his boys 
about his boyfriend because he fears he might lose 
them, DGBIL, then he’ll have to cut his kids out 
of his life—and that means losing them for sure. 
And then butt the fuck out. 


I’m a 24-year-old lesbian and I’ve been dating my 
girlfriend for three years now. She's incredible but 
she isn't completely out of the closet yet. I've been 
out since 2010. She's only come out to a couple of her 
really close friends. I understand that everyone is 
different and it takes some people longer than others, 
but I can't help the fact that it hurts my feelings. I 
don’t express this to her because I don’t want to be 
the reason she does something she’s not ready to. But 
at the same time, it’s killing me and she doesn't even 
know it. We are compatible in every way possible: sex- 
ually, emotionally, and spiritually. But I can’t help but 
feel she’s ashamed of me. I know that sounds selfish 
but I want someone who will scream my name from 
the rooftop. I bring her around all my friends, family, 
and co-workers. She’s fully a part of my life and I feel 
like I'm never going to be fully a part of hers. What do 
I do? Set a time limit? She makes me so fucking happy 
but I’m starting to resent her for this and I don’t want 
to feel that way. Your thoughts, please! 

Being A Secret Hurts Every Day 


Two thoughts... 
1. Your girlfriend is keeping a secret from her 
family and friends, BASHED, and she has to hide 
you to protect that secret. You're keeping a secret 
from your girlfriend: being hidden, being treated 
like her dirtiest secret, is making you miserable. 
Tell her how you feel about being hidden—be- 
cause she needs to know being hidden is making 
you miserable. 


2. “Don’t date closet cases” is one of my rules for 
out folks, BASHED, but there are exceptions to 
every rule. If an out person meets someone on 
their way out or someone who, for good reasons, 
can’t be come out this minute (they're dependent 
on bigoted parents) or possibly ever (they live in 
a part of the world where it’s too dangerous to be 
out), an out person can date a closeted person. 
But dating someone who can be out and isn’t and 
has no plans to come out? They’re not dating you, 
they’re dragging you back into the closet. Just 
say no.
